Some Interesting Facts About Msrriage 
and (he Objects of the Census- 

Washington, May 30.— The ob- 
jects of the federal census are of 
three kinds: To furnish B batii 
for the apportionment of Repre- 
sentatives in the lower house of 
Congress; toascertain the growth 
of the United States in numbers, 
wealth and industry ; and to in- 
vestigate the social organizations 
■Ad institutions which determine 
the growth of population and 
wealth. The first is a constitu- 
tional necessity, the secoud a 
study of facts, and the third a 
study of causes. 

Probably no social institution 
is so intimately connected with 
the growth of population as that 
of marriage. In investigating 
martial conditions the law re- 
quires about each person a state- 
ment whether he or she is single, 
married, widowed, or divorced; 
if married, how many year* the 
marriage has lasted ; if a mother, 
how many children she has had, 
and how many of these children 
are now living. 

From the answers to the ques- 
tions it is possible to determine 
the birth rate, the prevalence of 
marriage, the porportion of wo- 
men and children to the whole 
population, the duration and 
Iruitfulness of marriage. So far 
as the power and importance of 
nations are dependent upon the 
size of the population, to that ex- 
tent is the accurate determina- 
tion of these questions a matter 
of public necessity. 

In the United States there 
would seem to be little danger of 
u decline in the populatign. But 
even when we are sure tint fchfi 
population is growing, it is still 
necessary to know how it is grow - 
The millions of India are increas- 
ing, but it is by a process of 
many births and many deaths. 
In good years millions are Lorn ; 
in time* of famine millions die, 
the population increasiug because 
a few more are born than die. It 
is growth, but savage growth. 
There is a more excellent kind 
of progress, that resulting from 
combination of a moderate birth 
rate and aaroall death rate. 

The martial statist ios collected 
by the censu3 are in many re- 
spects very interesting. Thus, 
.the extent and power of the anti- 
martial forces can be estimated 
in a way by ascertaining the pro- 
portion of people between 55 and 
<oM years of age who have never 
been married. Census stati«tics 
show that the proportion of un- 
married females between these 
age* is greatest in the East, in 
North Carolina, Rhode Island and 
Mii6eachusett8,for instance. while 
the proportion is smallest in the 
West, South Dakota, Utah and 
Oklahoma bringing up the rear 
in the order named. Men, on 
the contrary, are far more likely 
bo remain single in the West than 
in the East. The proportion of 
unmarried men between 56 and 
M is lowest in the Southern 
Btatesj e. g ; , Arkansas, Alabama 
and Georgia, and greatest in the 
block of Western States west of 
the Mississippi. In Nevada 88.2 
per cent of the males between 55 
and «4 have never been married, 
Idaho coming next with 32.4 per 
cent, Montana next with 29.5 
per cent., etc. 

That marriage is still preemi- 
nently the sphere of women seems 
to be indicated by the fact that 
more women marry than men, 
' and they marry at earlier ages. 
Thus, only 81 per cent of females 
15 years of age and over are un- 
married, while among males of 
the same ages the porportion is 
41 per cent. Takiug girls and 



boys bet ween. 1-5 and 20 years of 
age, it is found that one out of 
every ten girls is married, while 
mong the boys the proportion 
falls to one in two hundred. 
Tin ^ were the proportions in 
181H). Whether these conditions 
have changed since then is a 
question that can only be an- 
swered by the census of 1900.

Louisville welcomesthis week a 
rapidly vanishing army in gray. 
It comes from nil directions and 
covers all the territory over 
which the StaTS and Stripes float 
today. The army that gathered 
as if by magic from the South, 
beat itself into fragments upon 
the battlement* of the Union, 
and then like some receding 
wave scattered its mist above 
the barrier at assailed, wreathed 
that barrier in u rainbow of hope 
and beauty, and flowed back 
again to be a part of the great 
»n of American hope and 
American energy and American 
patriotism. 

Louisville will welcome these 
old soldiers coming from the 
shadow of Fort Sumter, from 
fields in Western Texas — which 
in time of war had not known 
the plow — from the North and 
East, as well where the men of 
Donelson and of Chickamauga, 
Of Gettysburg and Appomattax, 
have, by their civil virtues, their 
commercial power and their pro- 
fessional dignity, won new 
plaudits from their old foes. 

What memories haunt these 
rapidly dwindling battallions! 
How far and dim eeem the bugle 
notes! The muffled sound of 
bird notes, half bappiness, and 
half despair, 

The shadows come swiftly as 
a hastening scout from the 
bivouac flies, and the phantom 
army of the paftt responds to the 
silent orders from the poet's 
brain and the hktury of an era 
unfolds itself in the memories of 
an hour. The living men march 
before us and beside them : 
"The martyred heroes of Malvern 
hill. 

Of Getty sburg and CiMmoellorsville." 

It is something more than a 
re-union of the surviving soldiers 
of the Confederacy; it is the 
resurrection of hope and fear, of 
the passion of renunciation, of 
that devotion which gives all and 
counts it as uothiug, and -sacri- 
fices all that is real and material 
to an ideal which, though un- 
attainable, lifts the faltering 
soul to new heights of truth, of 
beauty and of peace. 

It is therefore a Festival of the 
Ideal. It is the return cf a 
whole people from the pursuit of 
things seen to the worship of 
the things eternal. Then the 
voice is heard, toned to the mel- 
low music of of the South, say- 
ing: 

•'(loci's ways are marvelous; here we 

stand today, 
Discrowned and shorn In wildest 

disarray, 

The mock of earth ; yet uever shone 



Thus the voice of the. South 
that floats awhile upon the air, 
and then out of the stillne-s from 
the North comes the faint, then 
full triumphant note that com- 
pletes the song of passion and de- 
spnir : 

"Peril around, nil else appalling. 
Cannon In front and leaden rain. 
Him duty through the rijtirtoa 

salting, 

To the van not failed not In vain. 
"Stainless soldier on the walls. 
Knowing this— ami knows DO Biori — 
Whoever fights, whoever falls. 
Justice conquers evermore, 
Justice after as before; 
And he who battles on her side, 
God, though he were ten times slain, 
Crowns him victor glorified, 
Victor over death and pain." 

It is the union of these voices 
from the North and from the 
South that make completest har- 
mony. They reveal each to the 
other. The flags floating over 
each army are the same colors in 
different proportions, and who 
can count the stars of the blue 
firmament. 

It is therefore a veritable re- 
union. All Sons of Veterans have 
a common heritage in the brave 
deeds that brighten all our pages, 
and make clearer, because bathed 
in blood, the stars and the stripes 
of "the flag of a common country. 
This is the true triumph, this is 
the path we sought not, by w hich 
the bonds that once were a weari- 
ness to the flesh, became only the 
links that make a nation strong 
and fceniflcent.

Louis Marshall, of Versailles, 
Ky., possesses the pistol with 
«rhiefe Aaron Burr killed Alex- 
ander Hamilton. The weapon 
has changed hands many times 
and has an interesting career. 
Its authenticity is unquestion- 
able. 

Judge Van Ness, who was 
Burr's second, marked the pistol 
and gave it to Col. James Bowie, 
together with its mate, the Ham- 
ilton pistol. Col. Bowie wore 
the pair as belt pistols, but lost 
the Hamilton pistol while swim- 
ming a bayou. He afterward 
presented the remaining weapon 
to Dr. Carr, the superintendent 
of the United States arBenal at 
Baltimore. Dr. Carr acted as 
second to Thomas F. Marshall, of 
Versailles, the Kentucky orator 
and statesman, in his duel with 
James Watson Webb, editor of 
the New York Courier aud En- 
quirer, in which Webb was crip- 
pled, for life. Dr. Carr then gave 
the B\irr pistol to Mr. Marshall, 
who subsequently presented it to 
his brother, Edward C. Marshall. 
The latter carried it through the 
Mexican war. It was stolen from 
him by his body-servant, but was 
located in the City of Mexico. 
Capt* Marshall gave the pistol to 
his sou, Louis Marshall.

The construction finally ] 
need upon was that the vacancy was tilled bv the succession of the j ' 
ieutenant Governor: If the convention of 1849 was satisfied with 
lat policy it was absurd to alter the language of the old constitu- 
on. Under that constitution the construction agreed upon in the 
ractical application of it when Governor Helm died was that the 
tcancy must be filled by a new election. 

The language of section 84 of the new constitution and section 
i of article 8 of the constitution of 1849 is identical so far as this 
question is concerned ; and the language of the proviso in section 86 
if the new constitution and section 18 of article 3 of the constitu- 
ion of 1849 is also identical. 

A comparison of these sections and the practical construction 
agreed upon by every department of the government and by the 
people of the State in the Helm-Stevenson case settle this question; 
and we will not believe it possible for the Ohief Justice not to com- 
ply with the statute. 

Constitution of 1799. Article 3. Section 18. In case of the 
impeachment of the Governor, his removal from office, death, re- 
fusal to qualify, resignation or absence from the State, the Lieute- 
nant Governor shall exercise all the power and authority appertain- 
ing to the office of Governor, until another be duly qualified, or the 
Governor absent or impeached shall return or be acquitted. 

Sec. 19. Whenever the government shall be administered by 
the Lieutenant Governor, or he shall be unable to attend as Speaker 
of the Senate, the Senators shall elect one of their own members M

the office of Governor before the first two years of the term shall 
have expired, a new election for Governor shall take place to fill 
such vacancy. 

Constitution of 1891. Section 84. Lieutenant— When to Act 
as Governor— Trial of Governor. Should the Governor he im- 
peached, removed from office, die, refuse to qualify, resign, be 
absent from the State, or be, from any cause, unable to discharge 
the duties of his office, the Lieutenant Governor shall exercise all 
the power and authority appertaining to the office of Governor until 
another be duly elected* and qualified, or the Governor shall return 
or be able to discharge the duties of his office. On the trial of the 
Governor, the Lieutenant Governor shall not act as President of 
the Senate or take part in the proceedings, but the Chief Justice of 
the Court of Appeals shall preside during the trial. 

Sec. 85. President pro tkm of Senate— Vacancy in Office q» 
Governor. A President pro tempore of the Senate shall be elected 
by each Senate as soon after its organization as possible, the Li 
tenant Governor vacating his seat as President of the Senate until 
such election shall be made; and as often as there is a vacancy in 
the office of President pro tempore, another President pro tempore 
of the Senate shall be elected by the Senate, if in session. And if, 
during the vacancy of the office of Governor, the Lieutenant Gover- 
nor shall be impeached and removed from office, refuse to qualify, 
resign, die or be absent from the tftate, the President pro tempore 
of the Senate shall, in like manner, administer th
